PRINCETON, N.J., March 25 
Senator Robert Kennedy’s 
political appeal has suffered 
a decline in recent weeks. 

Kennedy began the new year 
riding a crest of popularity 
that built up steadily during 
1966 as President Johnson’s 
popularity ebbed. In fact, Ken- 
nedy had greater political ap- 
peal for all voters than did 
the President.

House Republicans said 
, yesterday that Robert F. 
Kennedy’s “1 ong-range 
presidential plans will not 
be helped by his running

The charge, a takeoff on 
the 1962 campaign slogan 
of Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy, that “I Can Do More 
for Massachusetts,” was 
made in an editorial in 
the newsletter of the Re- 
publican Congressional 
Campaign Committee. 

The editorial said “dissi- 
dent Democrats such as 
Bobby Kennedy” were do- 
ing a disservice to their 
country in accusing the 
Johnson administration 
of not working hard 
enough for negotiations to 
end the Vietnam war.
